State Prepares Chain Of 
Evidence 
Against 
Self-Confessed 
Slayer. 


Philip R. H artm an, self-confcased 
slayer of Trooper Francis R. Haley, 
who starts his fight for his life in the 
G ettysburg 
Circuit 
Court, January 
2fi, will have picturized before him 
a sketch of the scene of the slaying 
during? the entire proceedings. 
This information became known to ­ 
day, when it was learned that Samuel 
L. Greenaw alt, a draftsm an in the 
state highway departm ent, had com­ 
pleted a drawing of the geographical 
location of the scene of the crime near 
GraefTonburg Inn. 
Mr. Greenawalt 
subm itted the drawing to Sergeant 
A. F. Dahlstrom, in charge of the lo­ 
cal sub-station of state police, this 
morning for final approval or rejec­ 
tion. 
Sergeant Dahlstrom approved 
the drawing and it will be used by 
the state in the prosecution of H art­ 
man. 
Scene of Shooting 
The drawing is four feet long and 
represents a picturization of the scene 
near GraefTenburg Inn, where Trooper 
Haley was shot down by H artm an, who 
confessed to the slaying, first to Read­ 
ing officials and later to state police 
when he was taken over the scene of 
his <lash for liberty, after he robbed 
the Abbottstown State Bank, and was 
tieing intercepted by Trooper Haley cm 
the Lincoln Highway, a few miles 
from Getytshurg. 
The drawing rep­ 
resents the scene of the shooting, from 
the “oil station east of the Adams 
county line, to a point known as the 
flag pole, a short distance west of the 
line.” 
Each particular «ffect in this 
mapped out section of the road is in­ 
dicated on the drawing and will be 
used by witnesses to indicate various 
positions, as seen by them before the 
shooting is said to have taken place 
as well as the actual shooting and 
H artm an’s 
dash 
for 
liberty, after 
Trooper Haley fell from his cycle and 
shouted, “I’m shot, get that man.’’ 
* 
Is New Plan 
The introduction of a map of this 
nature is new- in the annals of crim ­ 
inal cases here. 
Mr. Greenawalt has 
been working on the sketch for some 
time, and its approval today by Ser­ 
geant Dahlstrom 
completes another 
link in the chain of evidence prepared 
by the state against the self-confessed 
defendant. 
Subpoenas were also served on a 
number of witnesses during the past 
week and ten days by Sergeant Dahl­ 
strom and Private Frutchey. 
D istrict Attorney John Butt and his 
assistant, J. Donald Swope, will rep­ 
resent the state in the prosecution of 
H artm an, while A ttorney George Ren­ 
ner will act as H artm an’s counsel in 
his fight to evade the death penalty*, 
that the state is expected to ask.

learned 
from 
unofficial 
sources that some of H artm an’s rela­ 
tives had moved to G ettysburg to be 
with the defendant during the trial. 
This information could not he con­ 
firmed at the jail.

That the $75,000 conflagration that

a 
suspicious character to the cause of 
the fire. 
Mr. Tipton’s final conclusion 
is that the fire was caused by a short 
circuit in an automobile in one of tho 
garages. 
Suspect York Men 
Several York men, suspected by 
state police after a number of com­ 
plaints had been made against them, 
relative to suspicious actions at tho 
time of the blaze, were brought to 
Gettysburg by Trooper Frutchey some 
time ago and questioned as to their 
actions the night before and the morn­ 
ing of the blaze. 
They answered all 
questions satisfactorily, according to 


I Sergeant Dahlstrom. Later one of the 
men w*as taken to New Oxford for 
identification by New Oxford youths, 
who are said to have informed Ser­ 
geant Dahlstrom that a suspicious 
character was seen in a restaurant the 
i morning of the blaze. The York man 
was described. 
When confronted, the 
two New* Oxford young men. declared 
that the York suspect was not the man 
j they had seen in the restaurant. Oth­ 
ers who also informed the state police 
of the stranger in the restaurant re­ 
fused to identify the man as the one 
seen early in the morning of the 
blaze. 
Inspector Tipton reviewed all clues 
in the case, as well as conducting a 
system atic and careful investigation 
of his own, hut failed to find any* evi­ 
dence that would indicate the fire w*as 
of an incendiary origin. 
His assign­ 
ment took him to New Oxford, Han­ 
over, York and other intermediate 
towns and every possible angle of the 
case was carefully probed. 
Short Circuit In Car 
The short circuit in an automobile, 
as the origin of the blaze, was a r­ 
ri veil at by Inspector Tipton after 
every other known source of inform a­ 
tion had been sifted, and garage men 
interviewed, relative to the short cir­ 
cuit possibility. 
Inspector Tipton concluded his in­ 
vestigations several days ago and has 
returned 
to 
Harrisburg. 
Sergeant 
Dahlstrom and Private Frutchey have 
closed the case, so far as the G ettys­ 
burg sub-station of state police is con­ 
cerned.
